After hearing the testimony 
of Mrs. Lena Caldwell, wife of 
H. J. Caldwell, well-known 
Ontario rancher and real estate 
man, to the effect that Dr. 
Alice P. Smith, Upland woman 
physician, charged her $4 each 
for visits at which she ad- 
ministered nothing more heal- 
ing than stories about women 
committing suicde by cutting 
their throats and other grue- 
some tales, a jury in Judge 
George R. Holbrook’s court, 
Friday afternoon decided that 
Dr. Smith had already been 
sufficiently paid and brought 
in a verdict for the defendant. 

Dr. Smith brought suit 
against Mrs, Caldwell to col- 
lect $134 alleged due for pro- 
fessional services. It develop- 
ed at the trial that after learn- 
ing the amount of the physi- 
cian’s bill was $384, Mrs. Cald- 
well had tendered her a check 
for that amount, but, aecord- 
ing to her testimony, after 
returning to “her home and 
looking over the itemized bill, 
she decided she had paid the 
doctor for services she never 
receiyed and stopped payment 
on the check. 

Later, according to testi- 
mony, she paid Dr. Smith $250 
for her services, but refused to 
pay ‘the additional $134 de- 
manded. According to the 
testimony, the visits for which 
Dr. Smith charged the $134 
were made after the defendant 
was under the care of Dr. 
Ralph, Smith, a Pomona doctor, 
and ity was: ‘declared that Dr, 
Alice Smith administered no 
medicine after that time,

UNIFORM STATE 
ORDINANCE 


Board of Supervisors yesterday 
formally adopted the uniform quar- 
antine regulitions agreed upon 
for southern counties and repeal- 
ed the antt!-fishing ordinance ef- 
fective at once. 

The new ordinance is simple 
and imposes no hardships on the 
public, being designed largely to 





prevent movement of livestock 
without permit, to require dairy- 
workers to have certificates of 


disinfection, and to keep. people 
from private roads and. ranches. 

The ordinance in substance is 
as follows: 

Sec. 1—It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation or 
association to move cattle, goats 
or other ruminants and swine into 
San Bernardino County from any 
county or portions of counties 
Placed under close quarantine by 
the State or Federal authorities. 


Uniawful to Move Cattle 

Sec. 2—It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm, crporation or as- 
sociation to move cattle, sheep, 
goats, other ruminants and swine 
into San Bernardino County un- 
less they are accompanied by a 
certificate of health issued by a 
state or Federal official or licens- 
ed graduate veterinarian,

Immigration From Russia 

T appears that the soviet government of Russia holds the 
belief that the immigration law just passed by congress 
is aimed particularly at Russians, says the Pasadena 
Post. Accordingly it intends to retaliate by forbidding 

Americans to enter or leave the domain of the reds. 
Doubtless the immigration law will be felt in Russia, and 
the cheek placed upon immigration from that country be 
decisive. This could not be cited as a weak spot in the law. 
From Russia have come many eager for American citizenship, 
But these had had to flee from 
their native land by stealth. The bolshevist type that has 
sueegeded in getting in has been a mischievous presence. 





Moscow, intent while here upon promoting the plan of revolu- 
tion. The United States is not in mood to receive more, 

As to retaliation there is no need to feel perturbed. Had 
the recent bolshevist ruling been less recent ‘‘Big Bill’’ Hay- 
wood could not have found haven and safety under the red 
flag. Perhaps the visiting senators would have been turned 
back from the border. These things are trifles. As Russia 
is now, it is welcome to shut the door of ingress. Not the 
slightest impulse exists to knock at the door, nor are the 
sensibilities shocked at noting the absence of ‘‘Weleome’’ on 
the mat. 

Some day, in all likelihood, but by ways and means as yet 
hardly to be econjeefured, Russia may again be numbered 
among civilized powers. While it chooses to be an outeast, the 
only concern to be felt here is as to the sufferings of its sub- 
merged millions. Oeceasionally these subjects are goaded into 
insurrection, in which ease they are slaughtered as ruthlessiy 
as though they were droves of infeeted swine. 

Russia is not a region to tempt the traveler. It offers 
nothing. It has eeased to be a factor in world affairs. It is 
morally as alien as Mars. While the present iniquitious bond- 
age continues Russia might as well be on the most distant 
planet so far as fellowship with humanity is concerned, There- 
fore its views touching any phase of American legislation are 


without the slightest weight or value.

HIGHWAY COMM. 
BUYS SITE IN THE 
COUNTY SEAT 


Permanent establishment of a 
staff of 150 men in San Bernar- 
dino by the State Highway Coni- 
mission was assured when that de- 
partment of the state government 
purchased from Ralph E. Swing 
property on Third Street east of 
Arrowhead Avenue, San Bernar- 
dino. Announcement of the pur- 
chase was made in Sacramento. 

The state will construct shops, 
material yard and office building 
on the property. 

The property purchased has a 
frontage of 100 feet on Third 
street and runs south 600 feet to 
Pacific Electric trackage. The 
property widens at the south end 
and has trackage of about 300 
feet. The land embraces three 
and a third acres. The price was 
approximately $10,000, which is be- 
low the average price for indus- 
trial sites in that block. 

For several months the state has 
been negotiating for an industrial 
site here in order to proceed with 
the building program. 

Officers of the highway com- 
mission have been located in the 
city hall and will remain there un- 
til such time as the new building 
is ready on East Third Street. 
These quarters are furnished free 
by the city. 

The plant of the highway com- 
mission here will become one of 
the big industries of the city. All 
motor equipment used on the di- 
vision will be repaired here. Ma- 
terials will be stored and ae 
there. 

The highways under the juris- 








commission center in San Bernar- 
dino, including the Rim of the 
World, Old Trails, San Bernardino 
to Yuma, Foothill Boulevard and 
other routes in San Bernardino, 
Riverside and Imperial Counties. 
The division has the greatest 
amount of mileage of any in the 
state and for this reason the plant 
at San Bernardino will be one of 
the largest. 

No announcement was made by 
division officials of the plans. E. 
Q. Sullivan, division engineer, said 
the executive office at Sacramento 
would make whatever announce- 
ment there is to be made regard- 
ing the project. 





Size and Quality of Walnuts 
May Be Greatly 
Increased 





The size and quality of Cali- 
fornia’s walnut crop this year 
may be greatly increased as 
a result of a moisture and 
growth experiment which has 
just been completed by Prof. 
L. D. Batchelor, in charge of 
the division of orchard man- 
agement of the Riverside ex- 
periment station. 

Prof. Bateheior has made 
the astonishing discovery that 
the walnut increases its size 
483 per cent in 28 days, after 
setting, while in another 28- 
day period, immediately  fol- 
lowing, it inereases in size 
only 18 per cent. 

The conelusion he draws 
from this discovery is that the 
ground in walnut groves must 
be kept moist down to a depth 
of at least six feet, and that 
this moisture must be placed 
in the ground during the early 
days of May in order to obtain 
the best results. 

Carlyle Thorpe, general man- 
ager of the California Walnut 
Growers’ association, regards 
Prof, Batchelor’s findings as 
the most important develop- 
ment that has been made in 
walnut field work within the 
last deeade. 

“Tf the walnut growers will 
awaken to the opportunity 
which this experiment affords 
them, and irrigate their groves 
liberally and without delay, 


they can easily make Number 
One walnuts out of what 
would otherwise be Number 


Twos,’’ say he.

Ex-Auditor S. G. Berger's admin- 
istration reached the Superior 
Court Saturday: 


On the court’s verdict in the 
case hinges the legality of titles 
to hundreds of parcels of property 
and the issue of whether the 
county or the taxpayer must bear 
the losses. 


In the litigation against Berger 
and his bondsmen to recover the}; 
losses for the taxpayers, the 
county lost its case when Su- 
perior Judge George R. Freeman 
of Riverside ruled that the tax- 
payer was liable because he paid 
the wrong official—the auditor— 


by law as the collector of delin- 
quent taxes. The court held the 
property owmers by their acts 
made the auditor their own agent. 

Virtually the same issue will 
now come before the courts from 
a different angle. 

Injunction Asked by Attorney 

Requesting that a perpetual in- 
junction restraining Tax Collector 
John W. Batchelor from selling 
Ontario property, on which delin- 
quent taxes were paid to the aud- 
ltor on Sept. 24, 1920, Attorney 
William Guthrie of San Bernar- 
dino filed suit in the superior 
court. 

In the complaint Attorney Guth- 
rie states that he purchased’ the 
property from Maude Southern on 
May 4, 1923, after investigating 
the county records, which reveal- 
ed an entry of a redemption tax 
payment on Sept. 24, 1920. After 
seeing that “the property had 
been duly and regularly redeemed 
from a tax sale,” the attorney 
States, he purchased it from Mrs. 
Southern. 

Since Judge Freeman's decision 
in the county’s Htigation against 
the former auditor, the property 
legally stands unredeemed from 
sale for deliquent taxes. To pro- 
tect his title to the property, At 
torney Guthrie asks that an ih- 
junction perpetually enjoining Tax 
Collector Batchelor from selling 
the property for delinquent taxes 
be issued by the courts. 

Holds County Responsible for 

Records 

In the ease, Attorney Guthrie 
rests his contention on the county 
records prepared by Auditor Gerg- 
er and by which title to various 
parcels of land was recorded af- 
ter the tax payments had been 
misappropriated by an employe of 
the auditor, who forged the treas- 
urer’s signature to receipts. The 
records are the official record of 
the title tg the property, the at 
torney claims, bringing the issue 
of the county's responsibility for 
the records back into the courts. 

Should Attorney Guthrie win 
judgment in the litigation, scores 
of other eases will automatically 
be decided, relleving taxpayers 
fram paying the redemp- 
tion taxes and straightening out 
entangled title records to virtual- 
ly all property on which the pay- 
ments were misappropriated,

Fix No Blame 
No responsibilty for the 
death of John R. Kast, age 40, 
was fixed by the jury sitting 
at the inquest over his body 
yesterday afternoon before

dict of the jury was to the 
effect that death was due to 
a basal fracture of the skull 
caused by falling on the side- 
walk, accidental. Witnesses at 
the inquest, which consumed 


|the greater part of the after- 
noon, were questioned by Dis- | 


trict Attorney Geo. H. John- 
son and by the legal repre- 
sentatives of persons concern- 
ed in the ease. 

Mr. Kast, who is survived 
by a widow and four children 
residing at 407 West E street, 
died early Sunday morning in 
the city jail, where he had 
been lodged shortly before 
midnight Saturday on a drunk 
charge,. after he was alleged to 
have created a disturbance at 
a private dancing party at the 
W, O. W. Hall. 

Virgil and James Meadows 
of Corona, who accompanied 
Kast to the dance hall, told 
on the witness stand how they 
had been asked to leave by a 
man at the hall, who told them 
it was a private party, where- 
upon all but Kast and Virgil 
Meadows turned and went 
down stairs. 


J- Meadows told of stand- 
ing on the pavement in front 
of the hall and of seeing Kast 
emerge from the stairway a 
few minutes later, followed by 
a, man who .tripped him up 
and struck him on the back of 
the head. Shortly after this, 
according to Meadows, officers 
arrived and. took Kast to jail, 
having announced 
that he was drunk. 


Meadows did not know the 
name of the man who was al- 
leged to have struck Kast and 
the decedent’s daughter, Lu- 
cille Kast, who was also on 
the pavement, told of the same 
‘‘mystery man,’’ saying that 
she would be able to identify 
him if she saw him again. 

Paul D. Cushing, a member 
of the dancing party, who had 
asked the men to leave, testi- 
fied that there was strong evi: 
dence of liquor on their breath, 
as, did also Patrolman Harry 
Smith, who took Kast to jail. 
He denied shoving Kast down 
the stairs, but testified that 
Kast tried to drag him down 
and they skuffled on the stair- 
way, finally breaking apart as 
they neared the bottom. 

Officer Smith testified that 
he was not aware that the man 
was seriously injured, that he 
had appeared to be all right 
on several oceasions when he 
visited the jail later and had 
not thought it necessary to call 
a doctor. He found the man 
dead about 4:25 a. m. 

Dr. E. H. Hull of the gen- 
eral hospital, who made a post 
mortem examination, testified 
to having found a basal frac- 
ture of the skull and a hem- 
morhage of the brain. 

Companions of Kast denied 
that he had been drinking and 
relatives testified that he was 
not a drinking man. Others. 
including officers, and attend- 
ants at the dance testified to 
noticing a strong smell of hiq- 
vor on the man’s breath.

The office to which Judge 
;Campbell aspires is the two- 
year unexpired term of Judge 
J. W. Curtis’s term. Judge 
Curtis is now a justice of the 
California District Court of 
Appeals. 

Well Known In County 7 

Judge Campbell is widely 
known throughout the county. 
He has made his home here 
since he was 23 years old, 
coming to San Bernardino from 
his native state in Illinois 
shortly after graduating from 
the Columbia Law School 
New York City. He was suc- 
cessively a partner of law here 
with Col, A. B. Paris and 
James A. Gibson, both noted 
attorneys. Mr. Gibson. became 
judge of the superior court. 

In the fall of 1884, Mr. 
Campbell stood as the candi- 
date of the Republiean party 
for the office of district at- 
torney, to which office he was 
elected. In the fall of 1888, 
at the age of 31 years, he re- 
ceived his party nominations 
for the office of judge in the 
Superior Court and was elected 
to fill the term ending in 
December, 1894. After serving 
his first term, he was. re- 
elected and filled the effice 
for the full term ending Jan. 
1, 1901. He was not a ecandi- 
date after'the expiration of 
his second term, being sueeeed- 
ed by Judge B. F. Bledsoe. 
At ‘the time of Mr, Campbell’s 
election as judge he was the 
youngest superior court judge 
in the state. :

SALESMAN SOUGHT 


Said to be the instigator of 
bogus mining transactions, J. Ad- 


Mining Company, owning 
preperty near Randsburg, San Ber- 
nardino County, is being sought | 
by Los Angeles authorities, where | 
it is said he established offices 
some time ago and was successful 
in securing large sums of money 
before an indictment was secretly 
returned against him last Tues- 





day. 

There are 11 charges of ob- 
taining money and property by | 
false pretenses in the indictment: ; 
A bench warrant has been issued 
for Sheik but so far he has suc- 
cessfully evaded the law. 


While a number of local men) 
are interested in mining property 
in the Randsburg district, none 
have been learned to be financial- 
ly interested in Sheik’s company. 

Indicted by Grand Jury 

Sheik was indicted by the Los 
Angeles County Grand Jury in 
what is declared to be one of 
the biggest mining frauds in Cali- 
fornia’s history, foliowing an in- 
vestigation by the Los Angeles 
district attorney’s office. Accord- 
ing to information given the 
Grand Jury the transactions which 
Sheik is said to have carried on 
in connection with the sale of 
supposedly preorganization stock 
of the Monarch Rand Mining Com- 
pany will reach several hundred 
thousands of dollars. 


The grand jury investigation fol- 
lowed an examination of the prop; 
erties of the company by Chief 
Engineer Walter D. Abel at the in- 
stance of Corporation Commis- 
sioner Daughertp. An examina- 
tion of the books, it was stated by 
Mr. Daugherty, disclosed that 
$336,000 in cash had been received 
by the company, and hag appar- 
ently been expended, for no 
money was on hand. 

An investigation into the activ- 
ities of Sheik has been under way 
for several weeks. The actual 
charges in the indictment accuse 
Sheik of obtaining checks and 
notes amounting to a total of $30,- 
250 from nine Pomona business 
and professional men and women. 
It was stated at the District At- 
torney’s office that about $100,000 
was put into the proposition by 
Pomona people, and about $290,- 


000 more in. other parts of. the 
state. 

Heavy Bail is Fixed 
“The indictment was returned 


before Judge Crail, who fixed bail 
at $15,000.
